Budget cuts 
will not -hurt 
education

According to Stith's attorney John

The Columbus Public Schcol system 
recently announced they were facing a 
budget deficit and needed to cut $30 
million dollars from their budget. A com- 
munity meeting was held on. Thursday, 
Jan. 19, to announce the proposed cuts 
to the community and receive input 

Three recommendations were 
developed by Superintendent Dr. Larry 
Mixon and. his staff for balancing the 
budget. Mixon endorsed an accounting 
change for Fiscal Year-1995 to reduce 
the $30 million budget deficit to $24.2 
million for Fiscal Year 1996. A different 
method for teachers’ pay was suggested 
which would not effect paychecks 

The second recommendation was to 
reduce the Fiscal Year 1996 budget by 
$13.7 million in staffing, supplies and 
educational programs. It was proposed 
to reduce non-instructional programs by 
72.5 percent and direct instruction by 
27.5 percent. Through feedback from 
citizens at the community meeting, 
Mixon changed the amount to $12.7 mil- 
lion. 

Amajor concern was not a.fecting stu- 
dent education. "Believe me when | say 
that in this round of cuts, we worked very 
hard to keep the academic mission of our 
students at the center of every decision 
we made," he said. "We tried to keep the 
cuts out of the classroom and away from 
direct instruction." Another concern was 
the strategic plan “steps of change." 

The final recommendation was a levy 
request be placed on the November 
1995 ballot. The minimum needed is a 
seven mill levy. This’ arnount would re- 
store no cuts or fund new initiatives. With 
the levy and cuts the school system could 
last four years without further financial 
crisis 

After the community meeting, Mixon 
and his staff looked over all suggestions, 
making the necessary changes. Chan- 
ges were presented to the board of 
education on Jan. 23 

Original plans called for the reduction 
of 8.5 high school and 31 middle school 
PEAK instructional assistants and reduc- 
tion.of 94 full time elementary assistants 
to part time. Discipline arose as a primary 
concern at the meeting, therefore Mixon 
and staff decided not to reduce the 
elementary assistant position,

Q.J. Simp 
off to bumpy start

Never a dull moment in the O.J 
Simpson trial. Months of pretrial hearings 
and ping-pong-style arguing’ back and 

“forth between the prosecution ard we 
defense have paved the way for a rocky 
trial that is predicted to last six months to 
a year 

O.J. Simpson's expensive "dream 
team" of lawyers (estimated at $15,000- 
$30.00 per day), featuring such famous 
legal eagles as Johnnie Cochran Jr. 
Robert Shapiro and F. Lee Bailey, were 
fighting amongst themselves in the 
weeks before the beginning of the trial 

The trouble started when Shapiro 
claimed leaks to the, press could be 
traced back to Bailey. "We can't have 
snakes in the bed trying to sleep with us,” 
Shapiro said, airing the defense team's 
dirty laundry in public and demanding 
that Bailey step down, The feud between 
Bailey and Shapiro came as a surprise to 
many, considering they're old friends and 
Shapiro once defended Bailey on drunk 
driving charges 

Bailey refused to step down and, right 
before the Monday, Jan. 23, start of the 
trial, Cochran announced Bailey and 
Shapiro had kissed and made up 
Cochran, apparently the peacemaker of 
the group, is rumored to have replaced 
Shapiro as the defense’s lead lawyer. 
Indeed, Cochran was elected to give 
opening arguments. 

The prosecution scored a big victory 
before the start of the trial, winning the 
admittance of domestic violence charges 
during O.J. and Nicole Simpson's stormy 
17-year relationship. The prosecution 
will outline at least 19 incidents of abuse, 
including charges O.J. "stalked" Nicole, 
acted as.a “peeping tom" by secretly 
watching her have sex with other men 
and beat-her repeatedly. 

The trial was originally scheduled to 
begin on Thursday, Jan. 19, but Superior 
Court Judge Lance Ito delayed the start 
of the trial to give himself time to rule on 
the admittance of the abuse charges. If

Opening statements were delayed 
until Tuesday, Jan. 24, because prosecu 
tion and defense lawyers squabbied over 
last-minute details. The defense sub: 


asked to use videotape allegedly show- 
ing police sloppily gathering evidence 
and requested that O.J. be allowed to 
address the jury during opening state- 
ments. Prosecution lawyers fervently ob- 
jected 

Judge Ito allowed the witnesses but 
refused to allow the videotape to be used 
or for O.J. to address the jury. However, 
Judge Ito did allow O.J. to show the jury 
surgical scars from football injuries that 
may possibly demonstrate that he wasn't 
physically able to murder his ex-wife 
Nicole Simpson and her friend Ron 
Goldman. O.J., of course, has pleaded 
innocent 

The juryis composed of€ight African- 
Americans, two Caucasians and two 
people of mixed race. Ten alternate 
jurors are waiting in the wings. All of them 
will be sequestered during the entire 
duration of the trial 

Questions still linger about how race 
will factor into the trial, especially since 
eight jurors are Black. Prosecutor Chris- 
topher Darden and Cochran are also 
African-American. 

While the trial presses on, 
everybody's trying to cash in on the O.J 
case. Hundreds of news outlets -- 
television, radio and print -- have set up 
stations at "Camp O.J," outside the 
courtroom. Hundreds of people are using 
the opportunity to stage demonstrations 
about their personal issues, everything 
from abortion to gun control, VendOrs are 
selling every kind of O.J. product im- 
aginable -- buttons, T-shirts, caps, even 
comic books. 

The major networks, CNN, the E! 
Entertainment network and Court TV 
plan limited to extensive coverage of the 
event.

Continuing, Willis-Radden 
said, “You preach Buy America 
and, yet very little is ‘Made in 
America. When the jobs go to 
Korea, the poor can't commute 
there to work. the wages paid 
there are slave wages. That is 
what you are really doing--foster- 
ing economic slavery 

The OWRO president's state- 
ments were made when she 
delivered testimony on behait of 
the state's poor people during the 
first Congressional Budget Field 
Hearing which was held at the 
Ohio Dominican College's Little 
Theater in Columbus’ (OR) on

In that statement,the OWRO 
president was making direct refer- 
ence to the government's bail out 
of The Chrysler Corporation, Con- 
Rail and the savings and loan in-

She continued her remarks by 
saying, “You need to cut out or 
down on the handouts to the real 
ADC abusers, the corporations, 
and put that money into programs 
that really help people.”

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A question of mandates 


overnor George Voinovich has become the 

national leader in a battle which is being led 

bywhe nation's governors, especially its 
Republican §6vernors -- the battle over federal un- 
funded mandates 

*Unfunded mandates” are those sticky federal rules 
governing the expenditure of federal dollars which come 
into the states and localities. The federal government has 
thousands of pages of those requirements, which impose 
a host of environmental, civil rights. and other guidelines 
on the use of federal funds 

The problem with these mandates, the governors com- 
plain, is twofold: they are often unnecessary, and they are 
too costly for state and local governments to implement 
Columbus mayor Greg Lashutka has complained about an 
environmental requirement to test for a pesticide which is 
only used on pineapples in Hawaii as a prime example of 
the wastefulness that many unfunded mandates can im- 
pose. 

Voinovich and Lashutka have complained that such 
federal mandates. are wasting hundreds of millions -- if not 
billions -- of dollars in resources which the state and local 
governments can put to far better use. At the same time, 
they argue that these mandates are an easy way for the 
federal government to enact popular programs or enforce 
special-interest desires without worsening the federal 
deficit: they simply impose the costs on someone else 

Voinovich, Lashutka, and other local officials have 
called on a moratorium on these unfunded mandates, and 
a restructuring of how they are to be accomplished in the 
future -- an action which is the substance of S 1, the U.S 
Senate’s fist measure-under Republican control, That 
measure will require the legislature to assess the costs of 
future unfunded mandates, and would prohibit Congress 
from imposing these mandates if it does not appropriate 
the dollars to fund them 

lt is clear that this is a very seductive issue for many 
who are concemed about the groain and the strangling 
character of federal government action today. 

But in the haste to reduce what many perceive as the 
crushing burden of regulation, there is aneed to remember 
the wise and noble -- and sensible -- reasons for many of 
these requirements. In many cases, what are called “un- 


funded mandates" actually represent a sound principle of 
our federal system -- that the rights. of individuals are 
national rather than state-bound, and that the federal 
government has the responsibility to enforce them. 

After all, there are many still living today who can recall 
the titanic struggle which Adam Clayton Powell waged to 
ensure that state and local governments which receive 
federal program support did not discriminate against 
Blacks and others, That was an “unfunded mandate” 
which was strongly opposed by state and local govern- 
ments in the south and the north. But it was necessary 
because federal anti-discrigination laws were often being 
blatantly violated by those same authorities, That man- 
dale is now Title VI of the 1964 Civil Rights Act, and it has 
been a powerful tool in protecting the constitutional rights 
from discrimination in hiring and the provision of public 
services of millions of Americans. 

And the expansion of those mandates has continued, 
as the perceived rights of all Americans have grown, The 
protections which were once extended to 
women have protected the elderly and the disabled, One 
of the major successes of the past 30 years has been the 
cleaning up of some of our most polluted waterways; in 
many cases, the pollution was done by local governments 
pour raw’ sewage into streams and rivers. It was the 
federal presence (in that case, we acknowledge, accom- 
panied by some funding) which began the process of 
restoring what many recalcitrant communities had 
blighted, - 

This is not to say that every unfunded mandate is 
necessary or appropriate. {tis not to say that the federal 
government cannot, in some ways, accomplish its pur- 
poses more cost-effectively; At the same time, we believe 
that we must be careful in evaluating the scope and reach 
of legislation to undo or cripple the ability of the federal 
government to enact such mandates. 

State and local governments should have the flexibility 
to do their jobs wall. At the same time, it is not un- 
reasonable to expect that fair and appropriate rules would 
be in place to ensure that those governments effectively 
carry out the requiraments that we as a nation agree are 
important to our shared purpose and direction 


A boost for housing 


‘or hundreds of thousands of Ohioans, one of 
the most fundamental needs is the need for 
shelter. According to Ohio's Comprehensive 
Housing Affordability Strategy, almost one in four 
Ohioans has some housing need. They are either 
homeless; or living in substandard or crowded housing; 
or paying far more for housing than they can afiord. 
Poor Ohioans are living in 216,000 substandard units. 
About 217,000, Ohio families -- many of them poor and 
minorities -- are paying more than 50 percent of their 
incomes for housing. And there is a need to-provide 
housing for the elderly, the disabled, and the homeless. 
Teapcally, in the face of this daunting -- and rising -- 
need, there has been a national withdrawal trom commit- 
ment to meeting the housing needs of the poor and dis- 
pessasest Since 1980, federal dollars going into housing 
ave been siashed significantly. And even these reduced 
sums are endangered, as both the Clinton administration 
and the Republicans in Congress have targeted the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development for addi- 
tional cuts. 
Despite the current climate, there are a number of 
organizations who are attempting to meet the housing 


- needs of the poor, What'they face, however, is daunting 


arising need, with reduced funds, in atime of nsing interest 
rates which make the funding of housing that much more 
difficult than it has been in several years 
That's why it is essential for the State of Ohio to take 
up the burden of assisting the hundreds of thousands of 
Ohioans who need low-cost housing. Already, the state 
has begun that effort: in 1991, it established the Ohio 
Housing Trust Fund (OHTF), and seeded it, in the past 
several years, with a total of $11 million, to provide financ- 
“ing for housing projects targeted to meet the needs of 
low-income Ohioans 
Despite its small funding, the OHTF has been success- 


ful. It has financed more than 200 new affordable units 


built; more than 1200 homes to receive emergency 
repairs; more than 1400 families to receive short-term 
rental assistance, and almost 6000 individuals who were 
helped to avoid homelessness. : 

But the demand for the services the OHTF provides is 
reat. A task force on housing commissioned by Gov. 
jeorge Voinovich found that the state would needto.pump- 

$200 million in state funds into housing over the next 10 
years just to meet half of today’s needs. That group 
recommended $50 million per year in budget funds for the 
OHTF. 

As the governor plans his deliberations on the budget 
he will submit to the legislature, we hope he will remember 
the recommendation of his own task force. There is aclear 
need for additional funding for housing, to ensure that the 
poor have housing that is affordable. The only way this 
can be done effectively is through the kind of public and 
private partnerships that are currently going on. And akey 
help for that effort would be the Ohio Housing Trust Fund. 


The bid to raise the funding of the OHTF has enlisted 
the support of more than 400 organization's statewide, 
including the Ohio United Way; the Ohio Association of 
Community Action Agencies; the County Commissioners 
Association; boards of commissioners in Cuyahoga and 
Franklin Counties; several banking institutions, the 
Cleveland city council and Columbus Mayor Greg Lashut- 
ka. The breadth of this support indicates that there is a 
widespread perception of the need for expanded housing 
opportunities for the poor -- and the need for state funding 
Ly "bridge the gap” between rising demand and shrinking 

nds. 

The ball is in the court of the governor and the legisia- 
ture. The Ohio Housing Trust Fund needs their assis- 
tance. We urge the governor in his budget to request a 
significant increase in funding for this worthy program 


Protecting Ohio’s poor 


‘or hundreds of thousands of Ohioans, espe- 

cially low-income Ohioans, the protection of 

their own, and their family's, health is the con- 

stant walking of a dangerous tightrope, While nation- 

ally more than 80 percent of the nation’s population is 

covered by health insurance, it has been estimated that 

13 percent of the nation's population --37 million 
Americans -- have no health care coverage at all.

Americans are covered by health insurance through their

jut for that significant minor hy of the population who 
are working but araunprotected by health insurance, the 
health care dilemma is a perilous one. The inability to walk 
the health care tightrope -- the sickness of the worker, or 
even 8 spouse or child -- can plunge a family that may be 
on the into desperate poverty. 

Gov. mge Voinovich has recognized.this critical 
Problem, and has sought a strategy to address it. He has 
touted his "OhioCare” program as one means of providing 
a health care safety net for those low-income working 
Ohioans who currently do not have one. 

And now, Gov. Voinovich has seen his efforts bear fruit: 
the Clinton Administration a the. Voinovich ad- 
ministration the right to operate the "OhioCare” program, 
which will use the medicaid program to extend health care 
protection to almost 500,000 working-poor Ohioans. 

OhioCare represents a strategy to maximize Ohio's 
medicaid dollars to stretch them to meet the needs of this 
expanded ——. The program will take funds from 
the Hospital Care Assurance Program to leverage addi- 
tional federal support to pay for basic health care 


coverage, instead of merely covering hospitals’ costs for 
uncompensated care. 

Governor Voinovich has said that the OhioCare ap- 
proach will be critical to any welfare reform plan, because 
it will help eliminate one of the major problems that many 
families on welfare face that keeps them from taking 
low-wage jobs -- the lack of health care coverage that often 
accompanies those jobs. OhioCare represents a sen- 
sible, cost-effective way to expand coverage to these 
families, and to give a greater sense of peace of mind for 
these families which will give them greater incentive to 
escape from the welfare. a 

Apart of the prograrh will be the phasing in of "managed 
care", in which Health Maintenance Organizations will 
become primary providers of care for many low-income 
Ohioans. We recognize that this has come under some 
attack within some portions of the health care industry, 
who have been wedded to unlimited provider access and 
fee-for-service arrangements.

Sam Gresham has seen the future 
And he doesn't necessarily like it 

Gresham, the president of the 
Columbus Urban League, was one of 
those attending a budget hearing held 
by Cong. John Kasich of Westerville, 
head of the House Budget Committee. 
The hearing, held last Saturday, was 
designed to get input from the public on 
the budget. 

Although Gresham did not testify, he © 
is concerned about the discussion 
regarding the slashing of the budget 
He knows that the proposed budget 
cuts could have a devastating affect on programs benefit- 
ting the poor and minorities 

But he sees a wider discussion being needed, one that 
is not going on in the Black community -- or even in the 
wider community. He believes that the assault on govern- 
ment -- and the budget discussion is clearly part of an 
assault on government which has been the focus of 
conservative ideology since Reagan's first run for the 
presidency in 1976 -- is part of a larger struggle to reshape 
the workplace which could have a devastating impact on 
the middle class of all races. 

Already, the Republicans controlling the House and 
Senate have described the need to radically reshape the 
federal budget, with:the core of their effort being twofold 
a i adores tax cut and a balanced budget amendment 
which would require, by the year 2002, massive cuts in 
federal programs, Currently, the only proposals which 
have been made in some detail are those regarding 
welfare cuts; other necessary program cuts have not been 
sketched out 

Gresham believes that the public concem regarding 
the outs is muted because "most people think these cuts 
are directed al poor people who are on public assistance." 
But Gresham disagrees. "The cuts also affect working 
and middle-class families because they supplement ser- 
vices they receive." 

in Ohio, fof example, five percent of the medicaid 
population -- the elderly in nursing homes -- generate 
close to 50 percent of the program costs. And the profile 
of a nursing home “welfare” recipient is an 85-year-old 
white woman -- a woman who, in many cases, is the 
‘mother or grandmother of a middle-class yuppie who 
doesn't see this as a “welfare” program. — 

But to Gresham, the issue is even larger. The assault 
on government is potentially an assault on fhe 14 million 
people who work in government, and on their futures. 
“You are those people who run these programs," Gresham 
argues. “You are the teachers, you are the government 
workers, you are the receptionist at the social service 
~program.” 

he effect is potentially devastating for the Black mid- 
die class. 

Although, Gresham believes, many Blacks “think they 
are insulated because of their education,” the slashing of 
government programs would hurt the Black middle-class 
much worse than it would hurt whites. 

in 1992, Gresham noted, 57 percent of all Black male 
college graduates, and 72 percent of all female college 
graduates, worked for government 

And the government is the place where Blacks have 
historically been able to move into positions of clout, In 
Ohio state government, for example, the percentage of 
Blacks who are in managerial positions is well over double 
the 4.6 percent in the general population 

"That is not a joke,” Gresham said. "(Government is) 
the only place where we have some authority In the 


—middie-ciass, “It’s just a precursor to really 


War on the middle 
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private sector, we're not managers. We don't control 
anything. Very few of us are managers in the corporate 
world.” 

The change is already happening, Gresham said. And 
itis happening all over the country, as Black governmental 
professionals find themselves out of work as governments 
at all levels find themselves going through’ the painful 
process of shrinkage. "Black suburban people are having 
tizzies. Because their reste requires them to make that 
money, and they can't get it." 

But to Gresham, the issue is much larger than a series 
of governmental cuts. Gresham argues that the shifts in 
povenanent are part of a shift in the economy which could 

ave a devastating impact on the middle-class -- Black 
and white alike. 

“Technology -- semiconductors and cybemetics -- are 
gon to replace us," Gresham wams. "In the last 3 years, 

T&T has released 154,000 operators.” Those operators 
have been replaced by computerized systems which are 
reducing the need for many repetitive, low-tech jobs. The 
shifts are just the beginning of what futurist Alvin Toffler, 
who has been the guru of House Rpeene Newt Gingrich, 
called “the Third Wave,” in which there will be a radically 
restructuring of the workplace 

Right now, Gresham asserted, there is the technology 
which can wipe out literally millions of secretarial jobs: the 
voice-activated computer. 

Gresham argues that the discussions regarding the 
budget is really just the appetizer for the main course -- 4 
restructuring of the job market which will benefit the weal- 
thiest citizens and an educated and’ technologically-ad- 
vanced elite to the detriment of the poor and the 
ing us to 
fight, because the crumbs are smaller," Gresham said 

For all Americans, the potential changes in the 
economy could have devastating affects. But the pos- 
sibilities are particularly ominous for Blacks. “Black folk 
are on the end of the curve of information," Gresham said. 
More than 30 years ago, researchers studying the shift 
toward a Computer society asgerted that Blacks would be 
disproportionately affected, because many Blacks worked 
in unskilled or low-skilled labor positions. And, of course, 
that’s what happened in the 1970s and 1980s: millions of 
low-skilled jobs were lost in the United States -- and the 
rate of Black male participation in the labor market 
dropped significantly, to the point where, iCleveland (for 
example) a Cleveland State University researcher found 
that Black male Unemployment was around 50 percent. 

The issues facing the Black community are far deeper, 
Gresham believes, than the cufrent budget debate, or 
even the discussions of affirmative action and other 
programs. And Blacks are going to have to become aware 
of these issues in order to participate fully in the swift, 
silent restructuring of the American workplace,

Respected trailblazer Judge Reece 
given ‘farewell party’ by friends ~

The first Black man ever elected to the 
Franklin County Court of Common Pleas 
set another first last month when he an- 
nounced that he would resign from his 
seat in order to accompany his wife in her 
new job in Jakarta, Indonesia 

Judge Guy Reece was given a com- 
munity farewell as judges, elected offi- 
cials, from city and county government 
and other community leaders gathered at 
the Martin Luther King Complex, 867 Mt 
Vernon Ave., on Jan. 5, for the farewell 
reception 

"I'm very happy for Reece and his 
wife," said Judge Janet Jackson. "As a 
woman of the 90s, what he’s doing is 
impressive. He's always been a 
trailblazer and he still is. He will be 
missed, I'm losing a friend." 


Shirley Reece,the wite-of the heraldea- 


judge, accepted a new assignment as 
Director of Operations for the entire 
country for the McDonald's Corporation, 
The family departed Monday. for In- 
donesia, a small country southeast of 
Asia along the Equator. 

"I'm. excited about it," said Shirley 
Reece, "It's a chance of a lifetime, As 
African Americans you don't usually have 
a chance to help the growth of a big 
company ‘in a foreign land. This is two 
chances. One of African Americans and 
another for an African American female." 

The downside is that thé Reece family 
will be sorely missed ; 

“| hate to leave the opportunity made 
by the City of Franklin County,” Judge 
Reece, said between shaking hands and 
giving hugs to friends during.the recep- 


tion. “Family is the most important thing. 
This is just an opportunity we feel we 
need to take advantage of." 

"When you deal with family, you make 
hard decisions," Judge Reece explained. 
“My wife has a lot of potential. My wife 
has this opportunity right now and she 
should be given that opportunity. I've had 
a lot of opportunities to succeed and I've 
been successful. This is best for my fami- 
ly. _ 
Understanding why Judge’ Reece 
made the decision is understandable, but 
that doesn't help the feeling of losing a 
friend, said City Councilwoman Jennette 
Bradley. 

“I'm happy for him, but it's a loss for 
Columbus," said Bradley, who give 
Reece’ a certificate for his diligent work 
for the city. "I'm not surprised he give up 
his career for his wife. That's the type of 
guy hew is. That is a positive statement 
of importance of what family is in his life." 

Mrs. Reece said’she- wasn'tsurprised 
by her husband's willingness to sacrifice 
his career for her achievements. 

"He was a big supporter," she said 
“He said, ‘| want to see what you came to 
achieve.’ That makes the family stronger. 
Give and take just adds to the growth 


-We'll be back in three years.and our intent 


is to return t6 Franklin County." 

The respect for Judge Reece kept the 
program running for more than the 
scheduled three hours. More than 25 
well-wishers publicly expressed what the 
judge meant to them. Judge Reece also 
received resolutions, certificates and pla- 
ques from the office of Gov. George 
Voindvich, Ron ‘Poole from the mayor's 
office, Attorney Ron O'Brien, Administra- 
tive Judge James Fais, Judge.

"That's going to be a big gap," said 
Rev. Timothy Clarke. "It’s a real loss. We 
need a positive African American role 
models. He is a sure and confident man 
and we love him," 

“| will miss. his sense of humor,” said 
Juvenile Judge Yvette McGee Brown. 
“He was good to talk to and was always 
willing to help. He's just a great person." 

In addition to Reece's wit and caring 
his credentials will also make his tough 
tg forget. 

Judge Reece served on Common 
Pleas since 1992. He previously served 
for two years as a Granklin County. 
Municipal Court Judge and was the 
Court's Administrative and Presiding 
Judge forthe tatter-year. 

Prior to his judicial career, Judge 
Reece served as a Columbus Assistant 
City Attorney and an Assistant City 
Prosecutor for eight years. He is a 1981 
graduate of The Ohio State University. 

Judge Reece. the father of three 
children, is also a colonel inthe U.S. Army 
Reserve and was a U.S. Army Captain 
He served tours in Japan, Korea and 
Vietnam and was a Bronze Star awardee 
He also has extensive community ser 
vice including serving on several civic 
boards.

Wright State University to host 
fifth annual religion conference 


On Friday, Feb. 3, and Saturday, Feb 
4, Wright State University's Fifth Annual 
Conference on The Shape of Black 
Religion will be held at Wayman A.M.E. 
Church, 3317 Hoover Ave., and on 
WSU's campus. Throughout the con- 
ference the theme of "Through the Fire 
Again: Law, Religion, and Politics Look at 
American Racism," will be examined by 
nationally prominent speakers and local 
dignitaries. 

Noted scholar, attorney, author and 
outspoken civil rights activist Derrick Bell 
will be featured atthe conference. Bell will 
lecture Friday évening on the topic of 
“Law and the Shaping of American 
Racism." After an early career as ajustice 
Department Lawyer, staff attorney of the 
NAACP Legal Defense Fund, deputy 
director for civil rights at the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, and 
director of the Western-Center on Law 
and Poverty in Los Angeles, Bell joined 
the Harvard Law School faculty in 1969 


and became its first African American 
tenured member in 1971, Forthe past two 
years, Bell has been a visiting professor 
at the New York University Law School. 
Paul R. Griffin, Ph.D., department 
chair and associate professor of religion 
at Wright State University and the director 
of the conference, will give the keynote 
lecture on Saturday morning. His topic 
will be "Religion and the Shapirig of 
American Racism." The Rev. Charles S 
Brown, pastor of Bethel Baptist Church in 
Dayton; the Rev. Robert E. Jones, pastor 
of College Hill Presbyterian Church; and 
the Rev. Lawrence L. Hard, pastor of 
Christ United Methodist Church, will 
respond to Griffin's lectyre. U.S. Rep., the 
Rav. Floyd H. Flake (D-NY) will lecture 
later on Saturday afternoon on the-topic 
of Politics and the Shaping of American 
Racism.” Louis-Charles Harvey, presi- 
dent of Payne Theological Seminary and 
Lillie Howard, Ph.D,, associate provost 
for academic affairs at Wright State 


University, will respond to Harvey's lec- 
turé. Audience members. also will be 
given the opportunity to respond to all 
lectures. 

Each of the lectures topics will expand 
on the conference's theme of “American 
Racism.” Dr. Griffin believes that racism 
in America cannot be addressed in terms 
of religion only.

THE CALL AND POST, 
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Attention home buyers, - 


beware of false claims

Professional pre-purchase home in- 
spections have now become an ac- 
cepted part of home buying in most areas 
of Columbus. Yet in the great rush to fill 
the rapidly growing consumer demand 
for this service, many individual home 
inspectors, as well as groups of home 
inspectors, have been making flam- 
boyant claims about their marketing. 
Some of them are just plain false. Today's 
home buyer has to be extremely well 
informed in order to know the difference. 

CERTIFICATION CLAIMS 

Within the last year or two, for ex- 
ample, a few new inspection organiza- 


tions have formed which claim to "certify"~ 


their members as home inspectors. Cur- 
rently, however, all they require is a 
simple application and registration fee, 
without any proof of professional 
qualifications. When faced with an 
inspector's claim of certification by a 
professional organization, therefore, 
consumers need to investigate exactly 


what membership in, and certification by, 
that organization entails 

The American Society of Home In- 
spectors is a 15 year old national non- 
profit professional organization, 
recognized as the leading authority in the 
field of home inspection by the National 
Association of Realtors, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, and in U.S. Courts of law. ASHI 
accepts as members only thosé ap- 
plicants who have demonstrated through 
extensive testing that they have a work 
ing knowledge of residential construction 
and the mechanical systems fe house, 
the expertise to accurately observe the 
condition of those corhponents, and the 
ability to int&rpret and convey inspection 
findings in a meaningful and helpful way 
for the home buyer . 

EDUCATION CLAIMS 

Another claim consumers should in- 
vestigate is that of the inspector's train- 
ing. Many new entrepreneurs boast of 
the hours, or even weeks, they've. spent 
in lecture halls learning from the experts. 
“Such’ education, while valuable, does 


not alone qualify a home inspector 
Hands-on, in the field experience, under 
the supervision of a seasoned profes- 
sional, is a Critical item on an inspector's 
list of credentials 

LICENSING CLAIMS 

if an’individual claims to be a licensed 
home inspector, be aware that he's 
making a false claim, since to date there 
are no licensing laws for this profession 
in Ohio 

In a few states, there are inspectors 
who claim that a professional engin. #r's 
license is required to conduct a profes- 
sional home inspection. This is not so 
State licensing authorities for engineers 
have noted that since professional home 
inspections are visual and do not con- 
stitute engineering, a P.E. license is not 
required. A home inspector may be an 
engineer who has been trained in the 
discipline of home inspection, but he will 


typically conduct professional home in- 


spection, not an engineering study. 
While some engineers claim that their 

license represents a greater degree of 

knowledge or ability, when it comes to

home inspection, industry experts say 
this is not necessarily so. 

Any license, such as that of a profes- 
sional engineer, general contractor, 
electrician, or plumber, represents. the 
state’s permission for that individual to 
practice his or her particular profession, 
but it provides no discipline of profes- 
sional home inspections. An inspector's 
membership in ASHI does that

*DeShawn Forner is one of the 
people who has enrolled for the first 
two months of the program. “| was 
out of work, out of a job and willing 
to work," Forner said. She had been 
attending Columbus State Com- 
munity College, but eventually ran 
out of funds. She hopes the pro- 
gram will enable her to find’a good 
paying job with benefits. 

Ellen Martin is the academic in- 
structor for the program. She will be 
instructing participants in math, 
English and basic computer skills. 
The subjects will be geared toward 
the work place to make them more 
practical. : 

Martin believes the messages 
students will learn in her classroom 
and through the Columbus Works 
Inc, program, they have heard 
before. “They will not be hearing the 
message for the first time, they just 
didn't listen before." She believes 
many students who receive public 
assistance believe it will be the easy 
life. They soon come to realize it 
isn't and are then ready to listen. 
“Experience is the=best teacher,” 
Martin said. She believes her stu- 
dents are different because they 
are committed to learning. 

Jackie Lewis is legal counsel for 
the Columbus Works, Inc, program 
and will provide informal counsel 
and referral.

CSS forced to stop 
program without 
government funding 


After 20 years of assisting 
and immigrants to be 
sclimated to their new 


homeland, the Migration and 
Refugee Resettlement Program 
(MRSS) will close as office March 
15, a victim of government funding 
cuts and decreasing immigrant 
quotas 


MARS has been a part of 
Catholic Social Services since 
1975, with the majority of its finan- 
cial support coming from federal 
and state funding, That government 
support has decreased by 75 per 
cent over the past three years 
resulting in increasing deficits each 
year. Last year’s deficit was over 
$100,000 


Despite support from the United 
Way and local companies as well as 
additional contributions from the 
Diocese of Columbus. the dollars 
just were not there to allow us to 
maintain the office,” reports Dr 
Sara Murphy, director of Catholic 
Social Services. "We held on as 
long as we could because CSS did 
not want to discontinue this pro- 
gram" she added 


Since 1975, CSS, acting in con- 
cert with the Lutheran Migration and 
Resettlement Program, has as- 
sisted over 11,000 refugees from 
Southeast Asia, Afghanistan, the 
Middlé@ East, Africa, Eastern 
Europe, the Soviet Union and the 
Caribbean. These new Americans 
received help with housing 


employment, acculturation, educa- 
tion, English as a Second Lan- 
guage, health care, and 
citizenship/immigration concerns. 

MARS Director Jim Smith noted 
that most of the people MRRS 
sponsored in central Ohio have 
gone on to become self sufficient 
tax paying citizens 


in the future, CSS will attempt to 
provide basic support for refugees 
already here or new arrivals 
through its social work staff, CSS 
will also be “establishing referral 
relationships with other agen- 
cies/organizations that can assist 
refugees in ways thatwe no longer 
can, such as transiation and citizen- 
ship applications," explained Smith.
